He, who knows all Things, has 
ſeen fir ro keep this Knowledge from us.

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And as the Thing depends upon Divine 
Pleaſure, and is an Act of ſovereign Free- 


dom, it cannot be known by any Crea- 


ture without an expreſs Revelation. We 
find the great God glories in this Diſtinc- 
tion, and triumphs over all the Idols of the 
Earth, in the Knowledge of future Events. 
Shew the Things which are to come here- 
after ; that We may know that Te are Gods. 
And tis made. a grand Peculiarity of the 


ali. 10. Divine Being, That He declares the End

from the Beginning, and from ancient Times 

the Things which are not yet done. And 
if what depends upon the Actions of free 
Agents, is a Knowledge tos wonderful for 
Us; how much more what entirely depends 
upon His own Pleaſure ? 

Now He has not revealed His Will about | 
it, but expreſly aſſured Us, That no One 
knows it. This Account our Lord here 
gives of it: Of that Day and Hour know- | 
eth no Man; no not the Angels, but my Fa- 
ther. Neither Man or Angel: 'Tis a Se- 
cret in the Divine Counſel, and concealed 
from the Knowledge of all the World. And 
tis highly Congruous, There ſhould be a 
Sovereignty of Knowledge as well as of 
Goodneſs, or any other Perfection of His 
Nature. And our Lord tells his Diſciples 
after His Reſurrection, Tis not for Jou to 
know the Times and Seaſons, which the Fa- 
ther hath put in his own Power. It be- 


comes Us to reverence and adore the ſove-

reign Majeſty and unſearchable Perfection 


of God, and not to be either 6/) or bo 
in prying into Things not revealed; or de- 


termining Times declared, Jucertain. Se- 


cret Things belong unto the Lord our Cod; Deut. 
but thoſe Things which are revealed, belong xc. 29. 


unto Us, and to our Children for ever, that 
We may dg ail the Words of this Law. © 
(2.) Tis an Exerciſe of Miſdom and Mer- 
cy in ſeveral Reſpects. As 
I. It would be altogether Cee to Us. 
It could ſignifie Nothing to any valuable 
Purpoſe, to know the Time. It would 
only gratifie the Curigſity of our Minds, and 
be a piece of uſeleſs Speculation; but could 
add no Height to the Argument, or con- 
tribute any Thing to our real Improvement. 


The preciſe Time when a Thing will hap- 


pen is only Accidental to it, and an extrin- 
ſick Circumſtance, which does not affect the 
Nature of the Thing: And We have ſuf.⸗ 
ficient Evidence of the Trath of His Com- 
ing, cho We know not the Time of it, to en- 
gage our preſent Readineſs, and utmoſt Con- 
ccrn.

2. There is a manifeſt [nconvenzence 
would neceſſarily attend the Knowledge of 
it.

Snare This is notwithſtanding all the Un- 
certainty of His Coming; and the Gene- 
Fal Carclefineſs which prevails in the World,

teaſonably ſuppoſe, muſt it needs be ſo, up- 
on certain Knowledge of a greater Diſtance 
from Them? And tis Wiſe and Merciful 
to moſt Men, to keep Them Ignorant of 
what is ſo liable to be abuſed, and in all 
likelihood would increaſe Their Guilt. | 
Or if We ſhould ſuppoſe on the other 
Hand, That the Coming of the Lord were 
certainly Near, and within a little While; 
a few Days or Months Hence; There would 
be Danger in that Caſe, of an overwhe/m- 
ing Concern, and diſcouraging Dread. The 
Apprehenſion would be too Strong and Af- 
fecting: It would be like to engage Their 
Minds tho intentlh, and indiſpoſe Them for 
every Thing elſe: As We ſee the Terrors 
of a Criminal at a Sentence of Death, or 
the Sight of the Place of their Execution.
